SEVERAL ATTACKS ON 
POLICEMEN. 

According to the official reports two attacks 
were made during Tuesday night at Mountfield 
Barracks, in Omagh district of County Tyrone— 
the first at two o'clock and the second some 
hours later. There were no police casualties. 

Coalisland Police Barracks, County Tyrane, 
was attacked at 11 o'clock on Tuesday night by 
rifle and revolver fire. The attack opened with 
the throwing of a bomb at the door of the 
barracks. The bomb fortunately failed to ex- 
plode, and the attack was very soon oter. Four 
windows were broken, but nobody was’ injured. 

At a quarter to two o clock yesterday morn- 
ing a bomb was thrown inside Dromore 
Barracks, County Tyrone, and a special con- 
stable named Hill was dangerously wounded. 

Another official report issued yesterday stated 
that a police patrol, consisting of one sergeant 
and three constables, was fired upon from be- 
hind a wall at Carrickmore, County Tyrone, 
shortly after midnight on Tuesday. Two con- 
atables were wounded by shot, but not seriously. 
The poliee returned the fire, but the assailants 
escaped. 

Another police patrol was fired on on Tuesday 
night at Drumnaforbe, County Tyrone, the re- 
sult of which was that two special constables 
were wounded and removed to hospital. 

These outrages are believed to be the work 
of flying columns of the 1. R.A., whose increasing 
activities in this and other Northern areas were 
referred to in an official report a few days 
ago.

THE CONSTITUTION OF THE TWO 

The Parliament for North-East Ulster will be 
a house of Commons with 52 members, and a 
Senate of 24 elected Senators ard two ex-officio 
Senators--namely, he Lord Mayor of Belfast 
and the Mayor of Londonderry. The elected 
Senators witli be elected by the members of the 
Commons when they have been elected them 
selves The difference in the mode of selection 
of the Senate of the Northern Parliament, as 
compared with that of the Seuthern Parlia- 
ment, has, I find, aroused some criticism 
among the Nationalists in Belfast. In the 
Southern Parliament three are to be er-cfficic, 
namely, the Lord Chancellor, and the Lord 
Mayors of Dublin and Cork, and 17 are to be 
nominated from Commerce, Labour, and the 
learned professions, while 44 are to be elected— 
namely, 4 bishops representing the Roman 
Catholic Church, 2 bishops of the Church of Ire- 
land, ors, 8 members of His Majesty's

liament it is the House of Commons which will

In a conversation which I had with Mr.

Mr. Devlin referred to the arrangement for 
the election of the Northern Senate. “ When 
the attempt was mude,” he suid, “to make 
these ridigulous Parliaments for North and 
South Ireland to some extent conform to even 
an outward show of fair play, the Southern 
Unionists were able to secure, throagh the 
House of Lords, a Senate which actually gave 
them a majority, and would enable them not 
only to dominate, but even veto, the decisions 
of the Lower Chamber.

UNIVERSITY PROFESSOR’S OPINIONS. 

Professor Henry, one of the staff of the 
Queen's University, Belfast, who is known as 
the author of “ The Evolution of Sinn Fein,”’ a 
work which has, had considerable circulation 
both in this country and in America, gave me 
his views.

VIEWS OF OPPOSING INTERESTS. 

‘“Qne of the objections to the granting of 
general powers to railway companies to carry 
goods by road was that it would have the 
indirect effect of imcreasing the power of rail- | 
way workers’ unions, and that, in the event of 
another railway strike, it would be more difB- 
cult for the Government to cope with such an 
emergency by reason of the greater power of 
the National Union of Railwaymen and by 
the diminution in the numbe: of independent 
carriers on roads. This objection ia, in ou? 
view, one with which we need not deal in t 
place. It waa pointed out that what is called 
the ‘Triple Aihance’ still exists, and it? is 
clearly not for us to suggest means by which 
thie country is to be governed in caso of any 
such large sectional disturbance.’ 

Tho quotation above is from the report pub- 
lished yesterday of 4 committee appoinjed by 
the Transport Minister to inquire and report 
whether it is desirable that the railway com 
panies should have general or limited pewer to 
carry goods by road, and what conditions 
should be attached to the exercise of this 
power. 

Three separate reports are presented, and 
Mr. Balfour Browne, K.C Chairman: Mr. 
Arthur Wateon, General Manager, Lancashire 
and Yorkshire and London and North-Western 
railways, and Sir Thomas Williams, sign the 
report ineludimg the above statement. 

‘hey add: “The railway companies havo, 
we understand, from assuranaes which have 
been made to us, po intention to attempt to 
obtain a monopoly by the cutting of rates. 
hnt it ought, in our opimien, to be made cer- 
tain thet im exercising the powers of road 
carriers they should be snuhjert to euch restric- 
tions as would make such a thing impossible. 
We understand that at the present time a con- 
siderable bulk of good paying traffic haa‘ been, 
and is being, diverted from the railway com- 
panies’ lines, and the railway companies, 
naturally, desire, if they can, to recover that 
traffic, either by the railways, or, if this is 
impossible for short distances, by means of 
road traction.”’
